REPORT OF THE HELPING TEACHER 


The activities of the helping teacher have been discussed in 
the last three school reports, The general aim and the functions 
of the position have not changed. As in the past, most of the school 
day is spent visiting classrooms. A recent month is typical with 
approximately 100 visits to classrooms, 6 individual tests for 
pupils, 3 demonstration lessons, and 4 other occasions for part- 
icipating in classroom teaching. These visits should lead to a 
better study of pupil needs and teacher requirements, a more 
co-ordinated program, changes in lesson presentations, and a 
strengthening of the program. An arithmetic workshop was held 
for the elementary school teachers in the union. This was con- 
ducted by representatives and consultants of the company pro- 
ducing the new text used in our schools. This was followed by 
observations of lessons and pupil work with the intent of im- 
proving the artihmetic program, The teachers were using some 
different approaches to help pupils to understand the various pro- 
cesses, but there is no lowering of standards. Pupils must still 
apply themselves and it is still necessary to learn the basic facts 
of the fundamental processes. However, it appears to be more 
and more difficult to arouse some pupils to point of mastery of 
these facts. 

Assistance to teachers with curriculum problems has been 
given in several ways. Talking with teachers individually and 
issuing duplicated material for teachers in general are the most 
cgmmon methods. Efforts are constantly being made to strengthen 
various aspects of the curriculum and it will be necessary to 
continue these efforts. However, the standardized tests given each 
year have shown that our results compare favorably with the 
national medians. A study of the test results and class observ- 
ations did show that additional work in geography was needed 
by many pupils. Suggestions have been made to the teachers and 
some of them are now in the process of reviewing sections of a 
guide to be compiled by the helping teacher in hopes of improving 
the work in this subject. The language arts area is always one of 
concern even though the reading and penmanship phases are going 
well. We are concerned with spelling and written work, Efforts 
are being made to have the objectives and responsibilities more 
clearly defined in each grade. 


There is a need to make better provisions for the wide range 
abilities found in every class. One would probably find a number 
of pupils in the union who would profit from a small class under 
the direction of a person interested and trained in the teaching 
of pupils having specific learning disabilities, There are also 
those youngsters who should not be kept at an average learning 
pace because of their exceptional ability. Federal grants which 
have been made to the states during the year may help this situa- 
tion in making it possible to have more visual aids, science 
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equipment, references, etc. Teachers and administrators are 
conscious of the needs of these youngsters with varying abilities 
and they are making an effort to provide for these differences. 
Supplementary books, demonstration materials, equipment for 
experiments, and other visual aids such as maps, globes, films, 
and filmstrips play an important part in meeting these various 
needs. I hope that it will be possible to continue to add to those 
materials already in the schools and perhaps the time will come 
when it will be possible to provide added services, in the form of 
trained personnel, for those with learning disabilities and those 
with exceptional abilities.

The enrollment continues to increase. Two years ago on Jan. 
15th, the actual enrollment was 329. Last year it was 341 and this 
year it is 356. It is practically the equivalent of a room of pupils 
in two years. The current fourth grade is a small group. This 
fact alone keeps the size of the school down. Even with this group, 
however, the average per grade is 44 and the average per room is 
35. The housing situation is becoming critical again. 


The secondary enrollment has increased by 13. The interesting 
fact about this enrollment is that grades 10-11-12 have two more 
students than were enrolled in grades 9-10-11 last year. With in- 
creasing tuition rates the effect on the school budget for the future 
can be startling. This increase of 11 means practically a $4,000 
increase in the budget. 


The general statement that the demand exceeds the supply 
is true of teachers. The economic status of teachers has bettered 
materially in the past few years. The district needs to improve 
the status of its teachers. The State average for all instructional 
staff is $4,221. For elementary classroom teachers the average 
is $3,981. The corresponding averages in the district are $3,445 
and $3,380 respectfully. The salary level is at least partially re- 
sponsible for staff turnover. This year the staff lost Messrs. 
Walsh and Sullivan and Mesdames Tsonas and Pounder. One of 
was due to ill health but economic and professional improvement 
was the main consideration for the other three. The district was 
fortunately able to secure people with either four years of prep- 
aration or a combination of preparation and experience in excess 
of four years. Geographic location is definitely a factor in the 
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district's ability to secure the services of so many good teachers. 


The district naturally looked upon Mr. Walsh's resignation 
with mixed emotions. The parents and pupils were sorry to see 
him leave but rejoiced with him because of his professional ad- 
vance. 

The rest of the staff remained constant. Mesdames Kelley 
and Sives continued to serve as music supervisor and nurse 
teacher. Mr.-Raymond worked with the staff as the helping teacher. 


The biggest change occurred in the office. After many years 
of efficient, courteous service to the public, school boards, teachers 
and pupils, Mrs. Katherine Sargent Her intimate knowledge 
of the schools and the communities of the union was invaluable 
and it will take a long time to replace her. Those who worked 
closely with her are the ones who really appreciate the many 
acts of service she performed. 

The problems of education are many. There is an increasing 
awareness on the part of people everywhere of some of the problems. 
The financial one is serious. It is due to the increasing school pop- 
ulation in addition to the inflationary spiral we have all experienced. 
It is but one facet of the educational problem. The Conant report 
makes 21 specific recommendations relative to the secondary 
schools of the country. This report is the first report that made 
any real effort to appraise the secondary program with even a 
semblance of a scientific approach. There is no sweeping indictment 
of secondary education but a constructive program with specific 
suggestions to improve a social institution that was found to be 
basically good. This program was financed by a foundation so as 
to provide a reasonably sound appraisal. 


In addition the federal government through its National 
Defense Act recognizes a curricula as well as a financial prohlem. 
It provides financial assistance for more adequate facilities in 
several curricula areas. It specifically provides for assistance 
in mathematics, science, language arts, guidance and counseling, 
and testing. These two unrelated actions are indicative of the 
national concern over educative matters. 


The budgetary increase is a large one. Three items - tuition, 
transportation, and teachers! salaries - account for nearly all of 
the increase in almost equal amounts. It is not surprising for the 
last figures released on average costs indicate that the district's 
costs on a per pupil basis were $40 lower than the State average. 
This means that a budgetary increase can be expected if the dist- 
rict is to compete on equal terms with other areas. 


The usual attitude of cooperation of all interested in the 
welfare of children has been evidenced again this year. Whatever 
progress is made in a school community is more lasting when it 
is a cooperative effort. It is enjoyable to be a participant in such 
progress.

LONDONDERRY VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


In case of fire: Call Derry 518-M5, or tell operator emerg- 
_ency fire, call Londonderry. Give a good location of fire to who- 
ever answers your call. 


There is a telephone in the firehouse. The number is Derry 
'518-M5. This number not only rings in the firehouse but in the 
adjacent homes of three volunteer firemen. These homes are con- 
nected by an alarm system with the firehouse. A switch| can be 
thrown in any of these homes that will set off the siren atop the 
firehouse and also ring an alarm in the other homes. The person 
answering will stay on the phone until the first fireman reaches 
the firehouse and answers the phone. This man will write the 
location and type of fire, on the blackboard provided for the pur- 
pose in the firehouse and then leave immediately for the fire. 


There is a two-way licensed radio station in the firehouse 
and mobile units in the fire trucks. These systems were com- 
pletely installed by the Volunteers. 


The department has recently purchased a new fire truck 
which carries a booster tank equipped with a high pressure 
pump and 2000 feet of high pressure hose. In addition to this new 
truck the department owns two tank trucks of much older vintage. 


To make the department a more efficient one however, there 
are several new pieces of equipment which we need very badly. In- 
cluded in this list is more and better fire hose, nozzles for high 
pressure hose, masks, etc. Our aim, in the near future, is to 
purchase a new truck that the fire underwriters would approve. 
This of course would mean a substantial decrease in fire ins- 
urance rates. 


‘The Londonderry Volunteer Fire Dept. members feel that 
the department has come a long ways in the past couple of years.
